penditares, 5th—The extravagance of these 
two years will so increase onr fixed charges 
that their will be almost nothing left out of 
our taxes at twenty eight mille on the 
dollar, for street improvements etc 
And our only relief seems to ‘liewin every 
cit'zen submitting a large inceolie in their 
tax bills, insisting on both the council and 
echool boarde practising the strictest 
economy, filling both boards as much as 
possible with heavy taxpayers, holding the 
chairman of committees down to the limit 
of their appropriations, and not allowing 
any moneyto be spent except on fixed 
charges and for public benefit.

ount $13,000 of taxes had already been 
collected, leaving still to be collected 
about $16,000, which with the balance 
us given above would leave about 
$19.000 to run the town until next 
August, 

Mr. Miller while not questioning the 
necuracy of the figures given by Mr, 
Simpson, wanted to know haw the 
council proposed torun the town ou 
$19.000 till next August when the un- 
controllable expenditure for that 
period was equal to the whole of the 
available revenue. 

A number of other gentlemen also 
wished to know how the council pro- 
posed to finance the town if the state- 


ments made in the meeting wee 
correct, viz:— The towns has but 
eight thousand = dollars of. eon- 
trollable revenue and had_= spent 
since August in covering over-drafts 
etc. an equal amount, how did 


the council propose to meet the necess- 
ary expenditures up to August next. 
None of the council present seemed 
prepared to give avery satisfactory 
answer to the above statement. 

Mr, C. A. Graham was called upon 
to give his statement of the affairs of 
the Street Committee. The Com- 
mittee was voted $3000 for the year 
and of thisamount $757.04 was already 
spent when Mr. Graham became chair- 
inan. The amount spent on streets, 
cement walks, sewers etc. this year 
was $4501.00. 

Mr. Graham claimed that he should 
not be held responsible for the con- 
struction of the East Street sewer, 
also that all amounts received from 
cement walks, sale of earth, etc, should 
be credited to ‘the street cogmmittee 
and their amounts added to tne pre- 
vious years overdraft. And the whole 
amount deducted from his expendi- 
tures would leave $3080.00 as the total 
amount spent on streets this year. 

The chairman of the town property 
Committee was called for but’ was not 
present. 

Mr. Casey Denison, chairman of the 
Poor and Sanitary Committee, whose 
appropriation had been over expended 
by about $300.00, explained that his 
overdraft was caused by having 
several expensive cases to deal with 
this year, which used up an extra 
$125.00 and that $200 of his appropria- 
tion had been ,expended before he be- 
came chairman. He said he would re- 
quire an additional $200 to meet claims 
likely to arise by the end of the year. 

Mr. John Osborne asked several 
questions regarding the finances of the 
town, quoting from previous financial 
statements. 

No further business or reports were 
placed before the meeting and every- 
one dispersed’ without taking any 


action in reference to the question for 


which the previo ps jnegting was called 


Never before a better assortment in 

gold bracelets. brooches and stick pins 

dain or set with amethysts &c.

A -German inventor announced at 
about the same time that the gyroscope 
had remarkable powers of impa 
rigidity “to Ships at sea in heavy wea- 
ther. His claims met with far greater 
incredulity among practical mariners 
than was aroused by Mr. Brennan's 
demonstrations at the Royal Society. 
Bul seeing ts believing in «most cases, 
and in this one the sceptical have been 
forced to conviction. 

On three days Of last week a series 
of tests of the gyroscope apparatus was 
made in the North Sea off Tynemouth, 
England, under the direction of the in- 
venlor, Dr. Schlick. The vessel used 
was a hoat of the torpedo boat class, 
the See-bar. Representatives of inany 
of the cross Channel! and English coasl- 
wise lines attended the trials. 

The weather on each of the days was

“London's water comes — principally 
from the Thames, taken out between 
Hampton and Staines.

The suggested solution’ of the prob- 
lem Of the future, continued Mr. East- 
on, Was fo secure water from the riv- 
ers at flood time and stere it. Already 


great reservoirs wer€ being provided, 
reservoirs which would contain more 


waler than the cubic space of the inter- 
ior of St. Paul's Cathedral. It had 
heen found that water not altogether 
bure ‘became vure by natural action af- 
ter storage for a few weeks.

States is contained in the journal of | | Mrs. Warder. 


Father Hennepin, # Jesuit missionary, | 
who in 1679 recerded a “cole mine” on 


Illinois river near the present city of the cake’s 


Ottawa, IL 

Coal was first mined in the Rich- 
mond basin, Virginia, about seventy 
years after Father Hennepin’s discov- 
ery in Illinois, but the first records of 
production from the Virginia mines 
were for the year’1822, when, accord- 
ing to-one authority, 54,000 tons were 
mined, 

Ohio probably ranks second in prior- 
ity of produdfon, as coal was discov- 
ered theré in 1755, but the records of 
production date back onty to 1838. 

The mining of anthracite in Pennsyl- 
vania began about 1790, and it is said 
that fifty-five tons were-shipped to Co- 
lumbia, Pa., in 1807. Reports of the 
anthracite coal trade are usually begun 
with the year 1820, wien 365 tons, one 
for each day of the year, were shipped 
to Philadelphia from the Lehigh re- 
gion. Before this, however, in 1814, a 
shipment of twenty-two tons was made 
from Carbondale, also to Philadelphia. 
It is probable that the mctual produc- 
tion prior to 1820 was.jbetween 2,500 
and 3,000 tons.

HOW TO WIN BATTLES. 


Men Who Hit What They Shoot at Are 
the Determining Factor In War. 
Other things being equal, good shoot- 
ing is the determining factor in war. 
Poorly drilled and hastily organized 
bodies of men enu give a good accouut

In our war for independence, says 
Army and Navy Life, the colonists 
were woodsmen.

As marksmen they vast- 
ly outclassed the British, and that more 
than anything else gave Washington 
the final victory. 

Again, in our great civil war mark 
the effect ofa general kuowledge of 
firearms.

Shooting at target and at 
game entered into their sports and 
pastimes. The north was commercial. 

Its men knew little or nothing of 
firearms save the flintlocks of their 
grandfathers, objects of curiosity in 
their shops or homes, except in the far 


The result was that in 
the east the soutbern troops were gen- 
erally victorious for a couple of years 
until the northern troops learned to 
shoot. What little suecess the north 
had was in the west, where they were 
little better than a standoff.

Agriculture a distribution 18 being made 
this weason of sam of superior sorts of 
grain and potatoes to Canadian farmers for 
the improvement of seed, The stock 
distribution bas been secured mainly {from 
the Experimental Farme ot Iodiun Head, 
Sask., and Brandon, Man, The samples 
consist of oats, spring wheat, barley, Indian 
corn (for envifage only) and potatoes. The 
quantity of oats sent ie 4 Ibs., and of 
wheat or barieg 5 Ibs., sufficient in each 
case to sow one twentieth of an acre, The 
eamples of Indian corn and potatoes weigh 
3 lbs, each, A quantity. a each of the 
following varieties has been secured for 
thie distribution: — 

Oats.—Banner, Wide Awake, White 
Giant, Danish Island, Thousand Dollar, 
Improved Ligowo, all white varieties. 
Biack oats are not recommended for 
general cultivation, afew samples, how-

THE CHINESE EMPIRE. 

No belter evidence of China's helpless- 
ness could be forthcoming than that 
ofiered by this fact.

Then the Germans knew more 
about France than the French did them- 
selves.

This exp why eggs packed in lime 
or salt or placed in coid storage are very 
far from being fresh when they come 
on the market. According to experi- 
ments made at the Government station 
in North Dakota, really is one me- 
thod of keeping éggs fresh which does 
preserve their freshness. 

By this method eggs which were 
packed in August were opened three and 
one-half months later and “still ap- 
peared to be perfectly fresh.” In most 
packed eggs after a little time the yolk 
settles to one side and the egg is ihen 
inferior in err But in these three- 
monthold eggs the yolk was in ils nor- 
mal position, and “in taste they were 
not to be distinguished from fresh, un- 
packed eggs.” This is worth knowing, 
if it is true. And there are other reports 
to the same effect. 

German experimenters tried twenty 
methods of preserving eggs. The three 
which were found most satisfactory were 
coaling them withgvaseline, preserving 
them in lime water’ and preserving them 
in water glass. The vaseline was tedi- 
ous, and the lime walter gave the eggs 
1 disagreeable odor and laste. 

So that of all the twenty methods em- 
ployed the use of water glass seemed to 
bs the best. There is one iest of packed 
eggs with which most cocks are famil- 
iar. Such eggs do not beal up well for 
cake making or for frosting. By this 
test the eggs kep. in water glass solu- 
tion seemed quite equal to the average 
dresh eggs of the market, 

Water glass is a cheap product that 
should not cost mére than 50 cents a 
gallon. One gallon would make enough 
sojution to preserve fifty dozen eggs, so 
that the cost would be only one cent a 
dozen, 

Water glass is a sodium or potassium 
silicate. To make the solution uée ten 
quarts of pure water that has been thor- 
oughly boiled and then copled. Add one 
quart of water glass 

If wooden kegs are used in which to 
pack the eggs they should first be ther- 
oughly scalded with boiling water. Of 
Course any vessel, jar or keg used for 
this purpose must be-absolutely clean, 


Pack the eggs carefully in it and pour | 


the svlution over them, covering them 


well. Keep them in a dry, cool, dark 
piace. Do not wash the egys before 
packing. 


It yoes without saying that only per- 
fectly [rash eggs can be kept fresh, even 
by this method. Nothing will freshen 
stale eggs, and if they are pavked with 
fresh ones they may conlamihale the 
latter. ‘
